URRICULUM... 


Within  each  student  is  embedded  a  de- 
sire to  be  successful  in  his  life's  work.  He 
may  occasionally  stray  from  his  objective, 
but  all  the  while  he  is  absorbing  the  culture 
of  past  civilizations  and  profiting  from  their 
successes  and  failures.  There  is  something 
in  the  study  of  romance  languages,  litera- 
ture, grammar,  history,  and  music  that 
satisfies  the  craving  for  esthetic  enjoyment. 
For  students  who  have  acquired  the  scienti- 
fic mind,  there  is  the  study  of  mathematics,

In  their  study  of  American  and  World 
history  from  early  times  to  the  present, 
social  studies  classes  at  HPHS  engaged  in 
many  interesting  activities. 

The  orchestra  room  housed  the  160  his- 
tory students  who  gathered  each  morning 
to  hear  the  televised  lectures  of  Miss  Lois 
Eddinger  and  Mr.  Marcus  Floyd,  and  after- 
ward to  discuss  the  main  points  of  each 
lesson. 

The  regular  classes  in  civics,  history, 
geography,  and  problems  in  American  de- 
mocracy emphasized  critical  news  sum- 
maries of  newspaper  editorials  and  tele- 
vision newscasts,  map  construction,  and 
panel  discussions  led  by  the  students  them- 
selves. 

Student  debates  centered  around  current 
topics  as  well  as  past  events.  The  publica- 
tions, Our  Times  and  Everyweek,  provid- 
ed up-to-the  minute  news  for  class  reading 
and  reports.  Supplementary  library  reading 
and  educational  films  added  enrichment  to 
the  program.

This  year  the  business  education  depart- 
ment at  High  Point  High  School  offered 
courses  in  typewriting,  bookkeeping,  short- 
hand and  office  practice  to  approximately 
600  students,  many  of  whom  were  eager  to 
make  their  mark  in  the  business  world. 

In  order  to  gain  practical  experience  in 
secretarial  work,  several  students  worked  on 
a  part-time  basis  for  business  firms  uptown 
and  in  offices  of  the  elementary  schools  of 
the  city.  Other  students  served  as  instruc- 
tors' assistants  by  cutting  stencils  and  mak- 
ing mimeograph  copies  of  tests  and  other  in- 
structional materials. 

Working  closely  with  the  Future  Busi- 
ness Leaders  of  America,  the  students 
strove  hard  to  prepare  for  future  efficiency 
in  the  business  world.

The  Home  Economics  department  pro- 
vided a  home  -  away  -  from  -  home  for  the 
students  enrolled  in  the  Home  Economics 
course.  The  curriculum  included  clothing 
care,  food  and  nutrition,  personality  de- 
velopment, parent-child  relationships,  and 
housing. 

The  fashionable  apartment  on  the  first 
floor  provided  space  for  the  very  useful 
courses  offered  in  these  subjects.  The  girls 
gained  new  skills  in  cooking,  sewing,  care 
and  repair  of  clothing,  child  development, 
and  home  management.  Through  the  de- 
velopment of  practical  homemaking  units, 
the  students  learned  to  solve  both  personal 
and  homemaking  problems.  In  addition,  they 
learned  to  plan  and  work  cooperatively  and 
to  get  along  with  people  of  their  own  age.

A  large  number  of  students  took  advan- 
tage of  the  vocational  training  courses  of- 
fered at  HPHS  during  the  past  year.  Such 
classes  as  woodwork,  metalwork,  industrial 
arts,  and  mechanical  drawing  were  offered 
in  the  industrial  field. 

Activities  in  these  various  classes  in- 
cluded the  construction  of  furniture — small 
tables,  cedar  chests,  and  bedroom  suites  of 
cedar,  oak,  and  walnut;  mechanical  draw- 
ings— detail  drawings,  blue  prints,  and 
house  plans;  and  metal  articles — ash  trays, 
service  trays,  and  lamp  stands.

One  of  the  most  popular  courses  at 
HPHS  was  driver  training  taught  by  Mr.  J. 
Frank  Shields.  Sponsored  by  the  state  of 
North  Carolina,  the  course  consisted  of 
thirty  hours  of  classroom  study  and  six 
hours  of  driving  for  each  student. 

The  course  began  with  examinations 
which  tested  each  student  for  reflex  action, 
depth  perception,  ability  to  distinquish 
colors,  and  ability  to  see  at  night.  The 
much-anticipated  driving  period  taught  stu- 
dents driving  technique,  smooth  starting 
and  stopping,  parking,  turning,  and  driving 
on  busy  highways.  After  passing  the  state 
test,  the  student  received  the  coveted  li- 
cense.

The  1958-59  Student  Council  of  High  Point  High 
School  reiterated  its  aims  to  establish  and  main- 
tain a  higher  moral  standard,  to  develop  leader- 
ship and  intelligent  "fellowship,"  to  insure  a  spirit 
of  democracy,  to  promote  a  closer  relationship  be- 
tween the  faculty  and  the  student  body,  to  create  a 
respect  and  ambition  for  higher  scholastic  attain- 
ments, and  to  encourage  co-operation  and  tparticipa- 
tion  of  students  in  all  activities.

GREENSBORO :  Although  the  Greensboro 
Whirlies  won  by  a  14-6  score,  the  Bison  domi- 
nated the  first-half  of  play.  Richard  Kemp's 
explosive  90-yard  run  and  95-yard  drive  by 
the  Bison  highlighted  the  game.

BURLINGTON:  Although  the  Bison  ralli- 
ed ahead  13-12,  in  the  third  quarter,  the  Bull- 
dogs won  18-13.
